THE WESTERN FEDERATION OF MINERS 

the W. F. M. has heretofore been the most notable example of 
an Industrial Union in America. Every one in the mine, mill or 
smelter organized in the W. F. of M. belongs to one industrial union. 
When one strikes, they all strike. This is why the mine companies 
love (?) the Western Federation so much— almost to death m fact. 
The fact that permanent success is not possible unless the other 
industries arc likewise organized, has given rise to various attempts 
to organize the outside workers so that all may fight together against 
the common enemy. These attempts have, of course, been bitterly 
opposed by the employing class and no expense and effort has been 
withheld to put a stop to the spread of Industrial Union ideas. 

The Western Federation was a part of the L >\ . \> . when the 
I. W. W. was first organized. It was the -mining department of the 
I. W. W., though strictly speaking, it was more properly. a National 
Industrial Union. All the mining industry together would make up 
the "Mining Department." A number, of causes led to the with- 
drawol of the W. F. of M.'froin the I. W. W: Personal squabbles, 
political differences, corruption, ete. The Western Federation pays 
at present no per capita dues into the I. W. W. But the advanced 
thinkers, active men, in the. W. V. of M., sec the need of unity. The. 
cards of the W. F. of M. arc transferable into the I. W. \V. and 
almost without exception, the W. F. of M. receives the I. W. W. 
card iii place of initiation fee. There is a struggle on in the \\. K 
of M. between the "conservative" wing and those who are ready for 
the full'prograin of Industrial Union. It is more than likely that the 
near future will see the W. F. o* M. again a part of the I. W. W.— 
now that the I. W. W. has freed itself from a clique of scheming poli- 
ticians. There is no good- reason from the workingman's point of 
view why this should not be. It is to be striven for oy all men in 
the I W. W. and W. F. of M. who are true to the principles of their 
union. Where would the W. F. of M. have been if the miners had 
been foolish enough to split tin into hn engineers* union, a miners I 
union, a smcltcrnum's union, a. timbcrman's union, etc., as the

for their arrogant assumption of povSr 
to prevent j freedom of speech and free-' 
dom of assemblage which are the consti- 
tutional rights of every citizen of this 
country. 

While as; Socialists we do not attempt 
to arbitrate or interfere in questions relat- 
ing to organization and tactics in the. 
industrial field, we realize how essential 
to the political freedom and the social 
progress of all classes, and especially the 
working diss, is the preservation 6f those 
constitutional rights. No subterfuge, by 
which* it is sought to abridge! those rights 
and to prevent those who are struggling 
for grcateif freedom, more equitable con- 
ditions, and better opportunities from 
freely assembling and freely discussing 
such questions in public, should be toler- 
ated for a! day or even an hour; and we 
express odr sympathy with our fellow 
workers in the industrial field in their 
sturdy resistance to official arrogance 
which seeks to abridge their rights in this 
particular. 

In the struggle for industrial as well as 
political freedom, an injury to one is an 
injury to all. It is through the unguarded 
gateway of the freedom of the lowliest 
and weakest of our fellows that the 
tyrant and the oppressor has ever stolen 
in, and still steals in, to deprive us all of 
pur liberties. In the present struggle 
ttgainst the tyranny and oppression hi pri- 
vate capitalistic interests, no gateway to 
the citadel of humanity mtJst/bc "left 
unguarded.

cising the right of FREE SPEECH, a 
right guaranteed to every citizen by the/ 
Unite^'States Constitution ; 

Now, Therofer; we, the members of the 
Socialist Local of Tonopah, Nevada, em- 
phatically, demand that the Constitution 
of the United States be upheld and we 
especially refer, you to Article I, Amend- 
ment to the Constitution, which guaran- 
tees the right of free speech and peace- 
able assembly as well as the right to peti- 
tion the Government fot the redress of all 
grievances. 

And in view of the fact that the author- 
ities iu your city have seen fit to violate

Business was practically paralyzed and 
the iroveniment backed down; promised 
to shelve Simyan and put back all the 
strikers and in future *'bc irood" gener- 
ally. 

Taken all around this is the greatest 
victory in the history of Industrial Union 
iu France.
